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REHARKS 
On  the  Course  of  Study  in  the   Literary  Department. 


PREPARATORY   COURSE. 

Students  who  are  prepared  to  commence  Latin  and  Algebra 
can  enter  this  department  and  complete  the  work  in  two  years. 
As  this  course  is  the  foundation  for  both  the  Scientific  and 
Classical  courses,  thoroughness  is  necessary.  Those  who  expect 
to  take  the  Classical  course  will  be  required  to  take  Greek  during 
the  second  year.      Others  will  take  German  or  French. 

CLASSICAL  COURSE. 

The  completion  of  this  course  requires  four  years.  It  is 
the  College  Course  par  eminence.  This  course  in  Cooper  Me- 
morial is  designed  to  be  the  full  equivalent  of  similar  courses  in 
the  best  colleges  in  the  land.  In  the  professions,  competition 
is  so  close  that  thorough  preparation  is  required.  The  six  or 
seven  years  of  earnest  work  required,  are  necessary  to  give  this 
thorough  preparation. 

The  student  who  completes  this  course  need  not  fear  com- 
petition from  any  source. 

It  leads  to  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
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SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  find  themselves  unable 
to  spend  the  time  required  by  the  Classical  course.  In  it  the 
Greek  is  omitted,  but  all  the  other  essentials  to  a  thorough  edu- 
cation are  to  be  found.  Either  more  Mathematics  or  Science  is 
required.  In  the  professions,  when  Greek  is  not  needed,  it  will 
give  sufficient  breadth  of  culture.  The  time  required,  including 
the  preparatory  work,   is  five  years. 

It  leads  up  to  the  degree  of  B.   S. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

A  liberal  education  is  incomplete  without  that  kind  of  sci- 
ence training  which  comes  through  familiarity  with  the  Labora- 
tory and  its  methods.  An  extended  course  in  one  subject  is 
better  than  a  small  amount  of  work  in  several.  At  present  the 
College  has  but  one  laboratory — the  chemical.  It  is  well  fur" 
nished;  having  balances,  glassware  of  all  kinds,  more  than  two 
hundred  different  chemicals,  heat,  water,  and  individual  desks. 
Half  the  time  for  twenty  weeks  is  given  to  the  laboratory,  where 
each  student  is  expected  to  perform  for  himself  from  seventy  to 
one  hundred  experiments. 


BIBLE  STUDY. 

During  the  Fall  and  Winter  Terms  of  the  past  year  weekly 
studies  were  conducted,  in  which  Christ  in  the  Old  Testament 
was  presented.  At  the  close  of  each  term  a  written  examination 
was  required. 

During  the  Spring  Term,  Christ  in  Relation  to  Society,  was 
the  subject  of  the  weekly  Bible  lessons.       This  line  of  work  has 
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been  conducted  in  a  systematic  and  thorough  manner.  The 
College  management  recognizes  the  fact  that  a  knowledge  of 
the  English  Bible  is  an  essential,  part  of  a  liberal  education. 

ANNUAL  PRAYER=rVEETING. 

The  annual  young  peoples  prayer-meeting  will  be  held  on 
Sabbath  evening,  June  9th,  at  8  o'clock.  Such  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  this  meeting  that  it  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting  of  the  week. 


SPECIAL  WORK. 

Students,  whose  time  is  limited,  are  allowed  to  take  such 
work  as  will  not  interfere  with  that  in  the  regular  courses  of 
study.  This  will  afford  ample  opportunity  for  a  substantia 
English  education,  in  close  touch  with  college  life. 


POST-GRADUATE  STUDY. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  faculty  to  encourage  this  kind  of 
work  as  far  as  practicable.  Courses  were  given  this  year  in 
Qualitative  Chemical  Analysis,  and  in  Mechanics.  For  '95-'q6 
a  limited  number  of  subjects  will  be  offered  in  Science,  Language 
and  Mathematics.  Prospective  students  should  inquire  of  the 
Professor  in  charge  as  early  as  possible 
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NORHAL  COURSE. 


Those  entering  this  course  are  required  to  hold  second- 
grade  certificates,  or  pass  an  examination  deemed  equivalent. 
Studies  are  to  be  taken  in  course,  and  the  passing  grade  is 
80  per  cent. 

This  is  the  teacher's  course.  It  prepares  the  teacher  for 
his  work.  In  the  other  courses  nearly  all  the  work  done  in  a 
Normal  school  is  done  in  Cooper  Memorial.  It  requires  but 
little  additional  work  to  include  all  the  work  done  in  any  Normal 
school.  Increased  attention  will  be  given  to  this  department. 
No  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  this  department  equal  to  the 
requirements  of  teachers.  During  the  coming  year  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

The  students  going  out  from  Cooper  Memorial  College  are 
succeeding  well  as  teachers.  At  county  examinations  they 
readily  secure  certificates.  Their  superior  drill  tells  in  school- 
room work. 

To  fully  meet  the  wants  of  teachers,  classes  in  the  common 
branches  will  be  taught  during  the  entire  year,  and  such  addi- 
tional  classes   will   be  organized   irom  time  to  time  as  may  be 
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required.       Our  motto  will  be  thoroughness — the  most  work  in 
the  least  time. 

Six  teachers  have  been  employed  in  the  work  of  the 
Literary  department  during  the  past  year.  These  teachers  have 
had  ample  training  and  several  years  of  actual  experience. 
They  are  competent  to  do  the  work  required  of  them  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  satisfy  the  students  who  may  attend. 


THE  STATE  CERTIFICATE. 

By  the  provisions  of  a  law  enacted  in  1893,  by  the  State 
Legislature,  the  State  Board  of  Education  is  directed  to  provide 
for  the  giving  to  graduates  of  Colleges,  whose  course  of  study- 
has  been  approved,  a  three  years'  certificate,  which  may  be 
changed  for  a  life  certificate  at  the  end  of  three  years,  provided 
that  two  of  the  three  years  have  been  spent  in  successful  teach- 
ing. The  Classical  course  of  study  of  Cooper  Memorial  College 
has  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  After 
passing  an  examination  in  the  Philosophy  of  Education,  the 
History  of  Education,  School  Laws,  Methods  of  Teaching  and 
School  Management,  the  three  years'  certificate  will  be  given. 

The  Normal  course  of  study  has  also  been  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  On  the  completion  of  this  course, 
and  after  an  examination  in  the  above  subjects,  the  State  certifi- 
cate will  be   given. 

No  other  College  or  Normal  School  in  the  State  possesses 
advantages,  in  this  respect,  over  Cooper  Memorial. 
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SHORT=HAND  AND  COMMERCIAL  DEPARTTIENT. 


This  Department  is  fully  equal  to  any  Commercial  College 
or  Commercial  Department  in  the  State.  The  course  of  study 
is  carefully  arranged.  The  work  is  handled  by  instructors  who 
are  thoroughly  competent.  Every  possible  assistance  is  ren- 
dered to  enable  the  ambitious  young  man  or  young  woman  to 
become  a  successful  accountant,  stenographer,  type-writer  or 
penman,  and  to  become  fully  acquainted  with  the  methods  and 
customs  of  business  life. 

SHORT=HAND  AND  TYPE=WRITING. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  expert  stenographers,  and 
short-hand  is  therefore  a  most  valuable  acquisition  to  any  one 
who  has  thoroughly  mastered  it.  That  "practice  makes  per" 
feet"  is  truer  in  this  branch  of  study  than  in  any  other,  and  "the 
shortest  road  to  the  mastery  of  short-hand  is  by  intelligent  and 
persevering  practice."  The  time  required  to  complete  the 
course  will  depend  largely  upon  the  application  and  ability  of 
the  student,  but  it  will  usually  take  from  six  to  seven  months. 
An  amanuensis  should  have  a  good  honest  speed  of  from  ninety 
to  one  hundred  and  thirty  words   per  minute  in  shorthand,  and 
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from  thirty-five  to  seventy  words  per  minute  on  the  type-writer. 
A  good  reporter  should  have  a  speed  in  a  short  time  from  one 
hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  words  per  minute. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  cannot  attend  the  college,  we 
have  prepared  a  special  course  of  instruction  to  be  given  by 
mail. 

The  New  Rapid  System  of  Short-hand  is  taught. 

The  incidental  expenses,  which  includes  text-book,  type- 
writing paper,  short-hand  tablets,  etc.,  will  amount  to  about  $5 
for  the  entire  course  of  Short-hand  and  Type-writing. 

COMMERCIAL  COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  Book-keeping  (both  single  and 
double  entry),  Actual  Business  Practice,  Arithmetic,  Commer- 
cial Law,  Business  Correspondence,  Business  Forms,  Spelling 
and  Penmanship. 

The  plan  of  individual  instruction  is  used  very  largely  in 
this  course,  and  it  is  used  almost  wholly  in  the  Book-keeping 
and  Actual  Business  Practice.  This  enables  each  student  to 
pursue  his  work  independently  of  any  one  else.  A  thorough 
drill  is  given  in  the  underlying  principles  of  the  science  of  ac- 
counts, and,  in  addition  to  the  theory  work,  the  principles  of 
Book-keeping  are  more  firmly  impressed  upon  the  mind  by  the 
work  in  Actual  Business  Practice.  In  this  work  each  student 
is  expected  to  work  one  week  in  Retail,  one  week  in  Wholesale? 
one  week  in  Commission,   and  one  in  the  Bank. 

The  work  is  so  arranged  that  the  students  start  out  with  a 
cash  capital ;  they  then  trade  and  keep  book  accounts  with  each 
other;  they  also  make  out  and  receive  notes,  drafts,  checks,  in- 
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voices  and  all  the  various  business  papers  that  enter  into  active 
business  life.  The  nature  of  this  work  is  such  that  the  princi- 
ples of  Commercial  Law  are  quite  frequently  applied  to  the  set- 
tlement of  questions  arising  from  the  Actual  Business  transac- 
tions. 

The  importance  of  having  a  knowledge  of  Commercial 
Law  is  thus  evident,  and  classes  are  organized  in  this  work 
to  enable  students  to  obtain  a  clear  understanding  of  the 
most  important  and  practical  points  in  both  Common  and 
Statutory  Law.  "Every  man  is  presumed  to  know  the  law," 
and  to  act  upon  the  rights  and  privileges  which  it  confers,  and 
ignorance  cannot  be  plead  as  an  excuse. 

A  very  interesting  feature  in  connection  with  the  Commer- 
cial Course  is  the  drills  in  rapid  methods  of  calculation.  These 
drills  are  given  in  connection  with  the  Arithmetic  work.  Spec- 
ial attention  is  given  to  secure  accuracy  in  Spelling,  and  the 
student  is  also  made  familiar  with  the  best  language,  forms  and 
methods  used  in  Business  Letter  Writing. 

A  good  business  hand-writing  is  essential  to  a  business 
man,  and  special  attention  is  given  to  secure  this  result.  In 
the  Penmanship  work  we  teach  the  muscular  movement  as  a 
basis  upon  which  a  free  and  easy  hand-writing  depends.  Classes 
will  be  organized  in  ornamental  penmanship. 

Examinations  are  held  upon  the  completion  of  each  of  the 
several  branches  in  this  course,  and,  when  satisfactory,  the  stu- 
dent will  be  awarded  a  handsome  diploma. 

The  incidental  expenses,  which  includes  text-books, 
blanks,  etc.,  will  amount  lo  about  $10  for  the  entire  Commer. 
cial  Course.

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DEPARTflENT  OF  ART.

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  the  instructor,  and  to  the 
many  friends  of  the  College,  to  note  the  progress  made  by 
pupils  in  this  department  during  the  past  seven  years. 

The  opportunities  offered  have  already  been  improved  by  a 
arge  number  of  pupils,  both  in  Sterling  and  from  a  distance. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe,  that,  with  the  increased 
facilities,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  art  as  well 
as  adaptation  to  design  and  decoration   may   be  obtained  here. 

OBJECT  :  It  is  the  present  object  of  the  instructor  to  offer  to 
those  who  wish  to  make  a  study  of  Art,  every  opportunity 
to  be  obtained  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

INSTRUCTION  :  Classes  open  throughout  the  year  in  Crayon 
and  Charcoal  Drawing,  Pastel,  Oil,  Water  Colors  and 
China  Painting.  Special  attention  paid  to  beginners.  An 
exhibition  of  work  done  by  pupils  will  be  given  during 
Commencement  week. 

STUDIO  :       The  Studio  is    a  pleasant,    well  lighted    building, 
centrally  located,   to  which  the  students  have  free  access 
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at  all  times.  The  walls  are  hung  with  valuable  studies  in 
flowers,  fruits,  figures  and  landscapes,  many  of  them 
from  nature,  new  ones  being  constantly  added  for  actual, 
useful  study. 

EQUIPMENTS :  The  Studio  is  supplied  with  all  the  necessary 
easels,  drawing  boards,  tables,  etc.,  for  the  free  use  of 
pupils ;  also  all  studies  and  the  standard  Art  Journals. 
The  Wilke  China  Kiln,  set  up  in  the  Studio  some  three 
years  ago,  has  produced  excellent  results,  and  has  brought 
the  beautiful  art  of  China  Decorating  within  the  reach 
of  all. 

MATERIALS  :  These  can  be  purchased  in  the  Studio  at  real 
sonable  rates.  The  outfit  for  beginners  in  Charcoal  and 
Crayon  drawing  need  not  exceed  $1.00.

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GENERAL    INFORMATION. 


Origin  of  the  College. 

Cooper  Memorial  College  is  the  result  of  the  enterprising 
spirit  of  the  citizens  of  Sterling.  In  October,  1886,  the  Ster- 
ling Land  and  Investment  Company  offered  the  site  and  building 
on  condition  that  the  Synod  endow  the  institution.  The  Synod 
accepted  this  offer  on  condition  that  it  have  five  years  in  which 
to  raise  the  endowment.  A  committee  of  Synod  was  appointed 
to  confer  with  the  Company.  The  Company  accepted  the  con- 
ditions made  by  the  Synod,  and  a  contract  was  made  between 
the  Company  and  Synod's  committee. 

In  honor  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Cooper,  D.  D.,  pro- 
fessor in  the  Allegheny  Theological  Seminary,  well  known  and 
beloved  throughout  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  name 
Cooper  Memorial  was  given,    as  a  tribute  of  respect. 

BUILDING. 

The  building  is  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  front,  fifty 
feet  deep,  three  stories  high,  containing  recitation  rooms,  rause- 
um(  offices,  gymnasium,  and  a  chapel  28x50,  with  an  extension 
20x40  feet.      The  entire  structure  is  built  of  Strong  City  lime- 
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stone,  and  is  one  of  the  handsomest  college  buildings  in  Kan- 
sus.  The  site  is  an  admirable  one,  just  at  the  outskirts  of  the 
city.  The  building  cost  $25,000  in  cash.  There  is  ample  room 
for  carrying  on  all  college  work. 

LOCATION. 

Sterling,  the  seat  of  Cooper  Memorial  College,  is  situated 
in  Rice  county,  Kansas,  in  the  valley  of  the  Arkansas  river.  It 
is  on  the  main  line  of  the  A.,  T.  &  S.  F.  and  Missouri  Pacific 
Railways.  It  is  in  the  geographical  center  of  the  State,  and  is 
a  beautiful,  growing  city.  It  has  a  population  of  two  thousand. 
Under  the  State  prohibitory  law  there  are  no  saloons.  The  city 
has  an  excellent  system  of  water  works,  and  is  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity. 

The  valley  in  which  Sterling  is  situated  is  one  of  the  most 

productive  in  the  State.  Small  grain,  corn,  sorghum,  fruit, 
broom-corn  and  live  stock  are  staple  products  of  the  country. 
Sterling  is  said  to  be  the  largest  broom-corn  market  in  the  world. 
About  $100,000  were  paid  out  last  year  in  Sterling  for  broom- 
corn.  An  entire  failure  in  other  crops  has  never  occurred. 
There  has  always  been  enough  and  to  spare. 

This  Arkansas  valley,  from  Wichita  to  the  west  line  of  the 
State  can,  by  irrigation,  be  made  to  rival  the  Valley  of  the  Nile. 
The  country  is  underlaid  with  strata  of  pure  salt  hundreds  of 
feet  in  thickness.  A  salt  plant  is  in  operation  day  and  night, 
and  the  salt  produced  is  of  the  very  best  quality.  The  country 
tributary  to  Sterling  is  quite  extensive,  affording  profitable 
custom  for  merchandise  and  trade. 

Besides  the  College,  Sterling  affords  excellent  educational 
advantages  in  its  public  schools.      There  is  a  central  building  in 
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which  is  the  High  School.  Other  buildings  have  been  erected 
in  other  parts  of  the  city  to  accommodate  increased  attendance. 
The  public  school  courses  are  carefully  graded,  and  able  in- 
structors are  employed. 

The  Bulletin  and  Gazette  is  published  at  Sterling,  and  is 
the  leading  county  paper.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  an  organiza- 
tion, which  has  a  reading  room  free  to  all,  and  a  library,  whose 
piivileges  all  may  enjoy  for  a  nominal  sum.  Sterling  is  a  city 
of  churches. 

EXAniNATIONS. 

Examinations  will  be  held  upon  the  completion  of  each 
subject,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  faculty  may  think  best. 
Reports  of  these  examinations,  and  also  the  monthly  records, 
will  be  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  each  term. 
No  student  should  enter  any  class  until  fully  up  with  it.  All 
students  should  take  one  of  the  foregoing  courses.

ADHISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Department 
should  be  prepared  for  examinations  in  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
United  States  History,  and  the  Elements  of  English  Grammar. 
Applicants  for  advanced  standing  must  pass  examinations  in 
previous  wor*  of  the  class.  Students  from  other  colleges  must 
present  certificates  of  standing.  Applicants  from  accredited 
High  Schools,  presenting  certificates  showing  that  they  have 
done  the  work  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  or  an  equivalent, 
will  be  admitted  without  examination.  Ladies  and  gentlemen 
are  admitted  on  equal  terms.

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BOARDING. 

Boarding  by  the  week  can  be  had  at  low  rates.  The  club- 
bing plan  is  more  popular.  During  the  year  board  in  the  clubs 
has  cost  as  follows:  Furnished  rooms,  50  cents  per  week ; 
cooking,  75  cents  per  week,  (this  includes  fuel  and  table  ser- 
vice). Provisions  this  year  have  averaged  from  46  cents  to  $1.25 
per  week.  Total,  $2.00  per  week.  Fuel  and  light  will  increase 
this  to  about  $2.25  per  week.  Students  who  furnish  their  own 
rooms  and  cook  for  themselves  live  much  cheaper.  Some  have 
reduced  the  expense  to  $1.25  per  week.  It  will  thus  appear  that 
there  are  few  points  "under  the  sun,"  where  living  is  cheaper 
than  in  Sterling.  Flour,  meats  and  vegetables  are  much  cheaper 
than  in  eastern  towns  and  in  the  laree  cities. 


SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

A  six  weeks'  term  of  school  is  held  every  summer  for  the 
benefit  of  teachers  and  others  who  desire  to  continue  study  on 
their  college  course.  By  taking  only  one  or  two  branches,  a 
regular  term's  work  on  them  can  be  done.  This  year  work 
will  be  offered,  beginning  June  17,  by  Professors  Wilson, 
Thompson,  Bell  and  Kern. 

COLLEGE  SOCIETIES. 

The  Chrestomatheon  Literary  Society  was  organized  in 
1888.  It  has  an  elegant  hall,  well  furnished,  and  a  library  of 
about  500  volumes. 

The  Theomoron  Literary  Society  is  a  new  organization.  It 
began  with  25  charter  members,  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
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The  Oratorical  Association  was  organizsd  four  years  ago. 
Annual  contests  have  been  held.  Two  years  ago  it  helped  to 
organize  the  Central  Kansas  Oratorical  Association,  and  in  the 
two  contests  which  have  been  held  has  won  second  place. 

The  Athletic  Association  has  a  well-equipped  gymnasium. 
The  indoor  work  is  supplemented  by  baseball  clubs. 

The  College  Band  was  organized  in  September,  1894,  and 
meets  for  practice  twice  a  week. 

The  Elocution  Class  is  taught  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Todd,  who 
has  given  much  time  to  this  work.  The  students  take  great  in- 
terest in  this  study  and  have  taken  part  successfully  in  several 
contests. 

The  College  Quartette  composed  of  J.  U.  Brush,  W.  A.  Phil- 
lips, Harry  R,  Ross  and  Fred  L.  Weede  has  arranged  to  visit 
many  of  our  congregations  during  the  summer.  They  are  pre- 
pared to  give  entertainments,  consisting  of  music  and  recitations^ 
both  amusing  and  instructive. 

COOPER  COURIER. 

The  Cooper  Courier  was  first  published  in  1892.  It  is  dis- 
tinctively a  student  paper,  and  represents  accurately  college 
life  in  Cooper,  and  gives  much  attention  to  literary  subjects. 
Its  staff  of  editors  is:  Talmon  Bell,  editor-in-chief:  Otto  New- 
by,  local  editor ;  J.  C.  McCracken,  business  manager ;  F.  L. 
Weede,  literary  editor ;   Eva  Garges,  alumni  and  ex-students.

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REMARKS 
On  the  Course  of  Study  in  the  Literary  Department. 


PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

Students  who  are  prepared  to  commence  the  study  of  Latin 
can  enter  this  department  and  in  two  years  complete  the  work 
that  leads  up  to  the  four  year  Scientific  course.  A  Preparatory 
course  of  three  years  is  required  of  students  of  the  same  grade 
who  desire  to  enter  the 

CLASSICAL  COURSE. 

This  is  the  College  course  par  eminence.  It  is  designed  to 
be  the  full  equivalent  of  similar  courses  in  the  best  colleges  of 
the  land.  In  the  professions,  competition  is  so  close  that  thor- 
ough preparation  is  required.  The  seven  years  of  earnest  work 
which  is  demanded  are  necessary  to  give  this  thorough  prepa- 
ration. 

The  stem  of  this  course  is  Latin,  Greek  and  Mathematics. 
The  work  in  these  lines  is  as  extensive  as  the  work  required  in 
similar  institutions.  The  aim  is  to  do  this  work  as  thoroughly 
as  it  is  done  anywhere.       It    is  believed  that   our  students   re- 
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ceive  a  training  in  these  subjects  which  is  superior  to  that  ob- 
tained in  many  more  pretentious  institutions.  To  this  is  added 
the  work  in  History,  Science  and  Literature.  As  an  illustration 
of  the  work  actually  done  during  the  past  year,  the  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  class  in  English  Literature  is  given. 

This  class  used  Shaw's  English  Literature  as  a  text  book, 
and  read  critically,  for  recitation :  Paradise  Lost,  Pilgrim's 
Progress,  Ivanhoe,  Old  Curiosity  Shop,  and  Some  of  Shake- 
speare's Plays.  Each  member  of  the  class  presented  several 
critiques  of  selected  authors  and  one  of  his  works.  These 
critiques  were  read  in  class  and  were  usually  about  15  minutes 
in  length.  The  design  was  to  enable  each  student  to  obtain  a 
bird's-eye  view  of  the  whole  field  of  English  Literature,  and 
to  make,  in  addition  to  this,  a  thorough  study  of  a  few  standard 
authors  and  their  works. 

SCIENTIFIC  COIUSE. 

This  course  also  requires  four  years  for  its  completion.  In 
it  Greek  is  omitted,  but  all  other  essentials  of  a  thorough  edu- 
cation are  to  be  found.  Two  years  of  German,  and  additional 
mathematical  or  scientific  work  is  required.  In  the  professions, 
when  Greek  is  not  needed,  this  course  gives  sufficient  breadth 
of  culture,  together  with  scientific  instruction. 

The  Science  work  in  the  college  is  designed  to  be  rigid  in 
character  and  up  to  date  in  method.  In  Botany  and  Zoology 
each  student  collects  specimens.  The  largest  number  of  botan- 
ical specimens  gathered  the  past  year  by  any  student  was  eighty. 
In  Geology,  use  is  made  of  the  college's  mineral  collection  and 
of  the  Geologic  reports  found  in  the  library. 
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Theses  were  required  of  each  student  in  Zoology  and  Ge- 
ology giving  results  of  investigation  in  special  lines.  In  the 
leading  Physical  Sciences  the  college  offers 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

A  liberal  education  is  incomplete  without  that  kind  of  sci- 
ence training  which  comes  through  familiarity  with  Laboratory 
and  its  methods.  An  extended  course  in  one  subject  is  better 
than  a  small  amount  of  work  in  several.  The  chemical  labora- 
tory is  well  furnished  ;  having  balances^  glassware  of  all  kinds, 
more  than  two  hundred  different  chemicals,  heat,  water  and  in- 
dividual desks.  Half  the  time  for  twenty  weeks  is  given  to 
the  laboratory,  where  each  student  is  expected  to  perform  for 
himself  from  seventy  to  one  hundred  experiments.  Work  in 
Qualitature  Analysis  is  offered  to  students  in  the  Scientific 
course. 

In  Advanced  Physics,  Olmstead  was  used  as  a  text  book, 
with  Deschanel  and  other  books  for  reference  and  used  in  ex- 
perimenting. The  laboratory  work  was  wholly  individual. 
The  experiments  used  were  chiefly  those  for  verifying  laws,  de- 
termining important  constants,  and  for  making  measurements. 
It  is  probable  that  both  in  facility  and  extent  experimental 
work  in  Physics  will  receive  still  larger  attention  the  coming 
year. 

The  College  management  recognized  the  fact  that  a  Chris- 
tian education  means  a  Christ-like  education.  He  was  familiar 
with  the  Scriptures.  We  endeavor  to  interest  every  student  in 
a  thorough  practical  study  of  the  Bible.  Students  recite  in  this 
study  once  each  week. 
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During  the  Fall  and  Winter  term  studies  were  conducted  in 
the  book  of  Genesis.  The  Gospel  of  John  furnished  the  text 
for  study  during  the  Spring  term.  A  written  examination  is  re- 
quired at  the  end  of  each  term. 

SPECIAL  WORK . 

Students,  whose  time  is  limited,  are  allowed  to  take  such 
work  as  will  not  interfere  with  that  in  the  regular  courses  of 
study.  This  will  afford  ample  opportunity  for  a  substantial 
English  education,  in  close  touch  with  college  life. 

POST=GRADUATE  STUDY. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  faculty  to  encourage  this  kind  of 
work  as  far  as  practicable.  Courses  were  given  this  year  in 
Advanced  Calculus  and  Modern  Geometry.  For  'q6-'97  a  lim- 
ited number  of  subjects  will  be  offered  in  Science,  Language 
and  Mathematics.  Prospective  students  should  inquire  oi  the 
Professor  in  charge  as  early  as  possible. 
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NORflAL   COURSE. 


Those  entering  this  course  are  required  to  hold  second- 
grade  certificates,  or  pass  an  examination  deemed  equivalent. 
Studies  are  to  be  taken  in  course,  and  the  passing  grade  is  So 
per  cent. 

This  is  the  teacher's  course.  It  prepares  the  teacher  for 
his  work.  In  the  other  courses  nearly  all  the  work  done  in  a 
Normal  school  is  done  in  Cooper  Memorial.  It  requires  but 
little  additional  work  to  include  all  the  work  done  in  any  Nor- 
mal school.  Increased  attention  will  be  given  to  this  depart- 
ment. No  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  this  department  equal 
to  the  requirements  of  teachers.  During  the  coming  year 
special  attention  will  be  given  to  theory  and  practice  of  teach- 
ing. 

The  students  going  out  from  Cooper  Memorial  College  are 
succeeding  well  as  teachers.  At  county  examinations  they 
readily  secure  certificates.  Their  superior  drill  tells  in  school- 
room work. 

To  fully  meet  the  wants  of  teachers,  classes  in  the  common 
branches  will  be  taught  during  the  entire  year,  and  such  addi- 
tional  classes   will   be   organized   from   time  to  time  as  may  be 
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required.      Our  motto  will  be  thoroughness — the  most  work  in 
the  least  time. 

Six  teachers  have  been  employed  in  the  work  of  the  Liter- 
ary department  during  the  past  year.  These  teachers  have  had 
ample  training  and  several  years  of  actual  experience.  They 
are  competent  to  do  the  work  required  of  them  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  satisfy  the  students  who  may  attend. 


THE    STATE  CERTIFICATE 

By  the  provisions  of  a  law  enacted  in  1893,  by  the  State 
Legislature,  the  State  Board  of  Education  is  directed  to  pro- 
vide for  the  giving  to  graduates  of  Colleges,  whose  course  of 
study  has  been  approved,  a  three  years'  certificate,  which  may 
be  changed  for  a  life  certificate  at  the  end  of  three  years,  pro- 
vided that  two  of  the  three  years  have  been  spent  in  successful 
teaching.  The  Classical  course  of  study  of  Cooper  Memorial 
College  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
After  passing  an  examination  in  the  Philosophy  of  Education, 
the  History  of  Education,  School  Laws,  Methods  of  Teaching, 
and  School  Management,  the  three  years'  certificate  will  be 
given. 

The  Normal  course  of  study  has  also  been  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  On  the  completion  of  this  course, 
and  after  an  examination  in  the  above  subjects,  the  State  certifi- 
cate will  be  given. 

No  other  College  or  Normal  School  in  the  State  possesses 
advantages,  in  this  respect,  over  Cooper  Memorial. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 


Miss  Alice  M.  Brown,  Instructor. 

It   has  been   very   gratifying  to  the  instructor,    and   to  the 

many  friends  of  the  College,  to  note  the  progress  made  by  pupils 

in  this  department  during  the  past  eight  years. 

The  opportunities  offered  have  already  been  improved  by  a 

large  number  of  pupils,  both  in  Sterling  and  from  a  distance. 
There  is  every  reason   to  believe   that,    with   the  increased 

facilities,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  art  as  well 

as  adaptation  to  design  and  decoration  may  be  obtained  here. 

OBJECT:  It  is  the  present  object  of  the  instructor  to  offer  to 
those  who  wish  to  make  a  study  of  Art,  every  opportunity 
to  be  obtained  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

INSTRUCTION:  Classes  open  throughout  the  year  in  Crayon 
and  Charcoal  Drawing,  Pastel,  Oil,  Water  Colors  and  China 
Painting.      Special  attention  paid  to  beginners. 

STUDIO:  The  Studio  is  a  pleasant,  well  lighted  building,  cen- 
trally located,  to  which  the  students  have  free  access  at  all 
times.  The  walls  are  hung  with  valuable  studies  in  flowers, 
fruits,  figures  and  landscapes,  many  of  them  from  nature, 
new  ones  being  constantly  added  for  actual,  useful  study. 
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EQUIPMENTS:  The  Studio  is  supplied  with  all  the  necessary 
easels,  drawing  boards,  tables,  etc.,  for  the  free  use  of 
pupils;  also,  all  studies  and  the  standard  Art  Journals.  The 
Wilke  China  Kiln,  set  up  in  the  Studio,  has  produced  ex- 
cellent results,  and  has  brought  the  beautiful  art  of  China 
Decorating  within  the  reach  of  all, 

MATERIALS:  These  can  De  purchased  in  the  Studio  at  rea- 
sonable rates.  The  outfit  for  beginners  in  Charcoal  and 
Crayon  drawing  need  not  exceed  $1.00.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Origin  of  the  College. 

Cooper  Memorial  College  is  the  result  of  the  enterprising 
spirit  of  the  citizens  of  Sterling.  In  October,  1886,  the  Ster- 
ling Land  and  Investment  Company  offered  the  site  and  building 
on  condition  that  the  Synod  endow  the  institution.  The  Synod 
accepted  this  offer  on  condition  that  it  have  five  years  in  which 
to  raise  the  endowment. s  A  committee  of  Synod  was  appointed 
to  confer  with  the  Company.  The  Company  accepted  the  con- 
ditions made  by  the  Synod,  and  a  contract  was  made  between 
the  Company  and  Synod's  committee, 

In  honor  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Cooper,  D.  D.,  pro- 
fessor in  the  Allegheny  Theological  Seminary,  well  known  and 
beloved  throughout  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  name 
Cooper  Memorial  was  given,  as  a  tribute  of  respect. 


BUILDING. 

The  building  is  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  front,  fifty 
ieet  deep,  three  stories  high,  containing  recitation  rooms,  muse- 
um, offices,  gymnasium,  and  a  chapel  28x50,  with  an  extension 
20x40  feet.     The  entire  structure  is  built  of  Strong  City  lime- 
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stone,  and  is  one  of  the  handsomest  college  buildings  in  Kansas. 
The  site  is  an  admirable  one,  just  at  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 
The  building  cost  $25,000  in  cash.  There  is  ample  room  for 
carrying  on  college  work. 

LOCATION. 

Sterling,  the  seat  of  Cooper  Memorial  College,  is  situated 
in  Rice  county,  Kansas,  in  the  valley  of  the  Arkansas  river.  It 
is  on  the  main  lines  of  the  A.,  T.  &  S.  F.  and  Missouri  Pacific 
Railways.  It  is  in  the  geographical  center  of  the  State,  and  is 
a  beautiful,  growing  city.  It  has  a  population  of  two  thousand. 
Under  the  State  Prohibitory  law  there  are  no  saloons.  The  city 
has  an  excellent  system  of  water  works,  and  is  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity. 

The  valley  in  which  Sterling  is  situated  is  one  of  the  most 
productive  in  the  State.  Small  grain,  corn,  sorghum,  fruit, 
broom  corn  and  live  stock  are  staple  products  of  the  country. 
Sterling  is  said  to  be  the  largest  broom  corn  market  in  the  world. 
An  entire  failure  in  other  crops  has  never  occurred.  There 
lias  always  been  enough  and  to  spare. 

This  Arkansas  valley,  from  Wichita  to  the  west  line  of  the 
State  can,  by  irrigation,  be  made  to  rival  the  Valley  of  the  Nile. 
The  country  is  underlaid  with  strata  of  pure  salt  hundreds  of 
feet  in  thickness.  A  salt  plant  is  in  operation  day  and  night, 
and  the  salt  produced  is  of  the  very  best  quality.  The  country 
tributary  to  Sterling  is  quite  extensive,  affording  profitable 
custom  for  merchandise  and  trade. 

Besides  the  College,  Sterling  affords  excellent  educational 
advantages  in  its  public  schools.      There  is  a  central  building  in 
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which  is  the  High  School.  Other  buildings  have  been  erected 
in  other  parts  of  the  city  to  accommodate  increased  attendance. 
The  public  school  courses  are  carefully  graded,  and  able  in- 
structors are  employed. 

EXAniNATIONS. 

Examinations  will  be  held  upon  the  completion  of  each 
subject,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  faculty  may  think  best. 
Reports  of  these  examinations,  and  also  the  monthly  records, 
will  be  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  each  term. 
No  student  should  enter  any  class  until  fully  up  with  it.  All 
students  should  take  one  of  the  foregoing  courses. 

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Department 
should  be  prepared  for  examinations  in  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
United  States  History,  and  the  Elements  of  English  Grammar. 
Applicants  for  advanced  standing  must  pass  examinations  in 
previous  work  of  the  class.  Students  from  other  colleges  must 
present  certificates  of  standing.  Applicants  from  accredited 
High  Schools,  presenting  certificates  showing  that  they  have 
done  the  work  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  or  an  equivalent, 
will  be  admitted  without  examination.  Ladies  and  gentlemen 
are  admitted  on  equal  terms. 


EXPENSES.

A  fee  of  $5.00  is  required  at  the  time  of  graduation. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  by  the  week  can  be  had  at  low  rates.  The  club- 
bing plan  is  more  popular.  During  the  year  board  in  the  clubs 
has  cost  as  follows  :  Furnished  rooms,  50  cents  per  week ; 
cooking,  75  cents  per  week,  (this  includes  fuel  and  table  ser- 
vice). Provisions  this  year  have  averaged  from  46  cents  to  $1.25 
per  week.  Total,  $2.00  per  week.  Fuel  and  light  will  increase 
this  to  about  $2.25  per  week.  Students  who  furnish  their  own 
rooms  and  cook  for  themselves  live  much  cheaper.  Some  have 
reduced  the  expense  to  $1.25  per  week.  It  will  thus  appear 
that  there  are  few  points  "under  the  sun  "  where  living  is  cheap- 
er than  in  Sterling.  Flour,  meats  and  vegetables  are  much 
cheaper  than  in  eastern  towns  and  in  the  large  cities. 

COLLEGE  SOCIETIES. 

The  Chrestomatheon  Literary  Society  was  organized  in 
1888.  It  has  an  elegant  hall,  well  furnished,  and  a  library  of 
about  500  volumes. 

The  Theomoron  Literary  Society  is  a  new  organization.  It 
began  with  25  charter  members,  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion. 

The  Athletic  Association  has  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 
The  indoor  work  is  supplemented  by  base  ball  clubs. 

The  Elocution  Class  is  taught  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Todd,  who  has 
given  much  time  to  this  work.  The  students  take  great  interest 
in  this  study,  and  have  taken  part  successfully  in  several  con- 
tests.     Elocution  is  now  made  a  regular  study. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Theomorons  have  papered  and 
completed  their  hall.  The  Chrestomatheons  have  papered  their 
hall,  and  have  received  the  gift  of  a  piano  from  Mrs.  W.  W. 
Cockins,  of  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  College  Quartette,  during  last  summer's  vacation,  and 
at  Thanksgiving  and  the  holidays,  gave  nearly  one  hundred  en- 
tertainments, and  met  appreciative  audiences  everywhere..  Many 
urgent  invitations  were  given  to  return,  and  whenever  they  were 
able  to  do  so  large,  enthusiastic  audiences  welcomed  them. 
With  new  -instruments,  and  fresh  songs,  they  expect  to  spend 
the  entire  summer  vacation  in  the  field,  going  as  far  west  as 
Colorado,  and  east  to  the  State  line.  The  Quartette,  this  year 
will  be  composed  of  Harry  R.  Ross,  J.  U.  Brush,  W.  T.  Hood 
and  O.  R.  Dunlap.     J.  C.  McCracken  is  the  advance  agent. 

COOPER  COURIER. 

The  Cooper  Courier  was  first  published  in  1892,  and  has 
been  published  continuously  ever  since.  It  is  distinctly  a  stu- 
dent paper,  and  represents  accurately  College  life.  It  also 
gives  much  attention  to  literary  subjects.  Its  staff  of  editors  is: 
John  M.  Kirkwood,  editor-in-chief;  Floyd  C.  Thompson,  local 
editor;  Wm.  T.  Hood,  business  manager;  O,  A.  Keach,  literary 
and  alumni  editor.  This  paper  is  published  monthly  in  maga- 
zine form,  and  is  worthy  of  a  liberal  support. 

D.  D.  DEGREE. 

At  the  last  annual  commencement  the  Senate  conferred  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  on  Rev.  J.  W.  Long,  of  Beulah, 
Kansas. 

FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Senate,    at  its  meeting  last  June,  decided  to  give  a  cer- 
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tificate  of  scholarship,  good  for  the  year  beginning  Sept.  8,  1896, 
to  the  student  in  the  graduating  class  in  both  the  Lyons  and  the 
Sterling  High  Schools  taking  the  highest  rank  during  the  com- 
ing year.  In  carrying  out  this  offer  the  award  has  been  made  to 
Scott  Fones,  of  Lyons,    and  to  S.  C.  Tharp,  of  Sterling.
